The
Commission is required to develop and maintain on a biennial basis a state comprehensive
plan for economic development and the Commission released its first such plan on February

6, 20009.

Summary of Bill: The Senate and the House accept and approve the state comprehensive
plan for economic development, "The Washington Innovation Economy," and adopt it as the
state's economic development policy.
